When this kinde of ſuſtenance was 
conſumed and eaten: and that there 
was no moe bzead lefte; there weare 
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beatyng them, #handlyng them molle

lo wude within the Townes certapne 
Garners, wherin was Pempſeed, and 
Ktraſcede, wherof the Cittzins made 
them bꝛead: Ind koꝛ almuche. as they 
cgulde not eate it after ft was bakte: 
the didknead it agapne with water. 
ans bakte it (as Waters) in an Iron. 

But (alas,) by meanes therof,the Ci 
tiʒins be ſo rotted and ſpoiled in their 
gutts.that tt is greatly to be doubted 
of their lpues and healthes. 

And when 2 call to minde.how that 
(aiwell) the Elders, as others. muſt 
Orc vp their childꝛen fro their neigh⸗ 
bours and te:tow Citezins, J can not 
refratne rae from Weeping: Xs foꝛ Ex⸗ 
ample: a woman of good credit, com- 
ming from Midleboꝛro w. did moſt pi⸗ 
tetulipe complapne that (he was con⸗ 
urained to ſhutte vp her childen thꝛee 
weekes long. leaſt they were taken fro 
her to be hilled and eaten. But all 
tots whyle, the Cozonel and his Soul 
diers liued of the bꝛeade and * 
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that they bad taken to longe ago; y 
they weare come to halte a pounde of. 
bꝛead a dap: after that to a quarter of 
a li.and at the laſte, to halte a quarter 
of a pownd. Ind finally, the Soldiers 
(fo2 all their datntineſle,) haue beene | 
conſtrapned to eate with the Citiʒzins 
the gyllte Cakes, Ind the fat bellyed 
and wel fed Mokes in the rich Abbey.
